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Topic: Radha bil Qadha - Being happy with Allah Ta’ala’s plan. 
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Respected Ulama Ikraam and fellow Muslim brothers, 


From amongst the things upon which we as Muslims have to bring Faith is Taqdeer 
(Predestination). 
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Seven articles of Faith have been mentioned. 


We bring Faith in Allah, his angels, his books, his Prophet's, the last day, on predestination and 
life after death. One of the articles of faith is Taqdeer (predestination) which is whatever good 
or bad happens, happens by the will of Allah Ta’ala. It was written and predestined by Allah 
Ta’ala . It is imperative that the believer remains happy with Allah Ta’ala's decision. The 
problems faced and achievements made have come from Allah Ta’ala and only Allah Ta’ala 
knows the benefits kept therein. 


Examples of Taqdeer:- An engineer constructs a building, he begins by making a sketch with an 
architect and follows with the builders, Quantity Surveyors etc..... 

Allah does not require the assistance of any of those expertise’s. 

Allah's work and knowledge is perfect of the highest degree and clear of any deficiencies. 
Knowledge acquisition and planning are structures put in place for man's processes and 
understanding. 

Man has the choice to carry out actions and has the option to withdraw when necessary without 
obligation and consequence. 


‘Being happy with Allah Ta’ala 's decree is rewarding’. 
Examples....., 
Allah decrees that the person will steal and murder, he will face the consequences for the 
actions because he committed the actions voluntarily. 


We lock and shake hands voluntarily when greeting but a Parkinson's patient shakes his hands 
involuntarily due to illness. 


A voluntary action is clearly identifiable and one is responsible for the action. A person shooting 
another faces the consequences thereof, the punishment is not on the gun. Judgment will be 
passed on the person and not on the weapon. 

The dog does not attack the stone but the person throwing the stone, knowing well that he has a 
choice. 

People are given choices, Js. 

The Judge, the dog and the attacking Lion all know well that Choice is with the person 
exercising it. 

A person voluntarily jumping from the top of a tree and breaking his limbs will be mocked and 
ridiculed for his clumsiness and will be punished for committing suicide. Whereas the person 
slipping from the tree top notwithstanding being harnessed and protected will be consoled, 
comforted and will not be punished. 


When a person involuntarily experiences a condition, he will not be punished and accepts it to 
be Taqdeer (a divine decree). 


Man is advised to be happy with Allah Ta’ala 's decree. 
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At times we have unpleasant experiences (sickness, loss of assets, loss of life etc) but maintain 
that it holds good in it, that in itself forms a part of faith (Imaan). 


The king of the time had stretched his hand towards Sarah Radhiallaahu Anha the wife of 
Ebrahim Allaihis Salaam with ill intent. He would choke every time he'd advance towards her 
thereby realising that they were a special couple and sacred in nature. The king gifted Ebrahim 
Allaihis Salaam with Hajira Radhiallaahu Anha. Sarah Radhiallaah Anha suggested that 
Ebrahim Allaihis Salaam take Hajira Radhiallaahu Anha to another far off land. Allah Rabbul 
Izzat instructed Ebrahim Allaihis Salaam to adhere to her request and proceed to Makkah 
Mukarramah. A barren desert land with no shade, vegetation or water supply. Alone, with a little 
infant born to them at an advanced age. What can be said of their parental affection. Ebrahim 
Allaihis Salaam was extremely attached to his new arrival. Ebrahim Allaihis Salaam complied 
with Allah Ta’ala 's command, leaving them in a barren land. Hajira Radhiallaahu Anha inquired 
three times for the reason for her being left behind and then asked... 


‘Is this the command of Allah?’ 
Thereby resting her case on the affirmative stating 
Ursa Y 13) 
Allah will not bring harm to us. 


Allah Rabbul Izzat provided water for them gushing forth the well of Zam-Zam. 


Zam-Zam fulfills the purpose for which one drinks it. 


Our Niyyats (intentions) are not strong enough to have the desired results from the Niyyat we 
make when drinking Zam-Zam. Our Niyyats are void of conviction. Abu Zar Radhiallaahu Anhu 
sufficed for an entire month on Zam-Zam only, without any other provisions. Abu Zar 
Radhiallaahu Anhu says that he sufficed only on Zam-Zam for thirty days and picked up weight. 
He had even developed stretch marks on his waist. How do we compare with Abu Zar 
Radhiallaahu Anhus Niyyat and sincerity?. 


When Ismail Allaihis Salaam became of age he hunted for a living. Normally meat and water 
alone is harmful to the body but Rasoolullah Sallallaahu Allaihi Wasallam said that it does not 
apply in Makkah Mukarramah. Ismail Allaihis Salaam had married in the Jurhum tribe that had 
settled in the vicinity of Makkah Mukarramah. 


An area with no food, no drink, no shelter and no inhabitants had become home to Ismail Allahis 
Salaam by the decree and will of Allah Ta’aala. It had been desolate but eventually shaped up 
to be the center of activities bringing great good till the day of Qiyaamah. Mother Hajira 
Radhiallaahu Anha and her beloved son Ismail Allaihis Salaam made Tawaaf and Sa'ee at the 
Ka'aba which was to remain and attract emulating crowds for Generations to come. 

What outwardly appeared damaging turned out to be most beneficial by the Will and decree of 
Allah. 


Yusuf Allahis Salaam was thrown into a well by his brother's which appeared cruel and harmful 
but Allah Ta’aala had planned differently. 
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Yusuf Allahis Salaam was removed from the well by a passing caravan and was sold ina 
bazaar in Egypt as a Slave. The king of Egypt bought him and cared for him as his own child 
with great affection, love and care. Yusuf Allaihis Salaam was tested with Zuleikha's bad 
intentions which he overcame successfully. He was a Prophet and was in Allah Ta’aala’s 
protection. He subsequently spent seven years in prison and later released on the king realising 
his excellence for the position of a Minister. He established justice in the lands under his rule 
and equitably distributed provisions during the drought. Man's limited understanding cannot 
comprehend Allah Ta’aala’s wisdom and system.

Often we dislike things whilst in the meantime they bring great good. 


Maryam Radhiallaahu Anhas mother made Duaa for a boy (male) that may be dedicated to the 
cleaning, maintenance and upkeep of Baitul Maqdis. Allah Rabbul Izzat gave her a girl (Maryam 
R.A.) instead of a boy. Allah Rabbul Izzat comforted her that what you've received is much more 
superior to your requested. Maryam R.A.'s mother did not object or complain. Maryam R.A. 
became a great Waliya. Most scholars maintain that females are not made Prophet's although 
some hold the view that she was a Prophet. 


A person once commented that Allah Ta’aala did not appoint a lady to prophethood, in response 
a lady stated that likewise no lady has claimed to be God, only men have made such claims. 
Fir'aun said 
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Allah Rabbul Izzat had granted Maryam R.A. Wilayat. She had extraordinary experiences in that 
she would receive provisions (fruit) out of season. She unnaturally conceived her son Eesa 
Allahis Salaam who became amongst the senior and highly regarded «4s ¢j-1! | 515! Prophets of 
Allah Ta’aala such as Nooh Allaihis Salaam, Ebrahim Allaihis Salaam, Moosa Allaihis Salaam 
and Rasoolullah Sallallaahu Allaihi Wasallam. He is listed amongst the very chosen Prophet's 
Allaihimus Salaam. Maryam R.A.'s coming and birth was contrary to the Duaa of her Mother 
although she had noble intentions in her Duaa. Allah Rabbul Izzat sent her with great good and 
blessings. 
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Outwardly it appears unpleasant but Allah Rabbul Izzat gives against your best choice that 
brings great blessings. Conditions are best appreciated when the servant comes to happiness 
with divine decree

The two concepts Lå and 2%. 
The s4 (occurrence, incident) may not appeal to the person but one must be happy with the 
ela’ (Allah’s decree). 


At Hudaibiyyah the Muslims had arrived in 6 A.H. with approximately 1500 ill equipped Sahaaba 
to perform Umrah. The Muslims were refused entry by the Mushrikeen after repeated requests. 
Rasoolullah Sallallaahu Allaihi Wasallam commented on noticing Suhail bin Amr coming that 
there is a solution in sight. 

The understanding was that the Muslims will not enter Makkah Mukarramah on that journey. 
The Muslims were not happy with the decision but Allah Rabbul |zzat's plan had greater good in 
store. 


The treaty read that..... 

1. If aMadinite were to embrace Islam and migrate to Makkah Mukarramah he was to be 
returned to Madina. The Muslims were not happy with the clause. Hazrat Umar R.A. 
expressed his dissatisfaction that the returned Muslims will be treated badly and 
oppressed by the Makkans. 


2. If aMadinite were to migrate to Makkah Mukarramah he should not be returned to 
Madina. 
It was clearly a lopsided treaty in favour of the Mushrikeen. 
Soon after the treaty was signed Allah Rabbul Izzat revealed the verse 
cece Gell Linge Lat all Lisa’ Gi 
Indeed we have given you an open victory. 


Hazrat Umar R.A. asked for an explanation, How is it an open victory? Hazrat Abu Bakr R.A. 
advised him to hold on tight to Rasoolullah Sallallaahu Allaihi Wasallam 's garment i.e. stay 
close to him and observe carefully. That which appeared unpleasant, yielded fruitfully, bringing 
great good. After Hudaibiyah, Rasoolullah Sallallaahu Allaihi Wasallam 's effort of Da'wat gained 
great momentum amongst the neighboring villages who came into Islam in droves. Rasoolullah 
Sallallaahu Allaihi Wasallam wrote letters to the kings establishing Diplomatic relations. The 
Deen flourished exponentially since the treaty stopped all battles. The Muslims complied to the 
treaty by returning the Makkans that migrated to Madina Munawwara. Two disbelievers would 
be appointed to take them back to Makkah Mukarramah. Abu Baseer R.A. was being returned 
to Makkah Mukarramah. Enroute, he complimented the disbelieving guards’ sword which he in 
return offered to show Abu Baseer R.A.. Abu Baseer R.A. defeated the guard and the other 
guard fled back to Madina Munawwara to inform Rasoolullah Sallallaahu Allaihi Wasallam. 
Rasoolullah Sallallaahu Allaihi Wasallam absolved himself since he had honoured his part of the 
agreement by returning the migrant. Abu Baseer R.A. in the meantime settled in a place 
between Makkah and Madina so as not to implicate Rasoolullah Sallallaahu Allaihi Wasallam. 
The place soon became a village with migrants that left Makkah for Madina. They became a 
formidable community, strong enough to intercept the passing Mushrikeen and capture and 
seize their valuables. Soon the pressure mounted on the Mushrikeen and they then cancelled 
the 'return clause’. These were the factors that contributed towards opening the passage to 
Makkah and ultimately the conquest of Makkah. 
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Often things don't appear good on the surface but produce good results. 


Hazrat Umar R.A. had set out to assassinate Rasoolullah Sallallaahu Allaihi Wasallam when he 
was advised to clean his own sister's house out before proceeding. Hazrat Khabbab bin Arat 
R.A. was teaching the couple at the time. He hid away on Hazrat Umar R.A's arrival. Hazrat 
Umar R.A had beaten his brother in law Hazrat Saeed bin Zaid R.A. and his sister. She said to 
him, do as you please, we will not desist from the faith. Hazrat Umar R.A requested for the 
script, she refused unless he cleansed himself. He complied and read from the beginning of 
Surah Taaha in the sixteenth Juz to becoming a transformed person on completion. Hazrat 
Umar R.A requested that he be taken to Rasoolullah Sallallaahu Allaihi Wasallam. Hazrat 
Khabbab informed him that Rasoolullah Sallallaahu Allaihi Wasallam had supplicated the 
previous night for strength in Deen through Amr bin Hisham (Abu Jahal) or Umar. Hazrat 
Khabbab RA further explained that Rasoolullah Sallallaahu Allaihi Wasallam’s Duaa has been 
accepted in your favour and you will soon be a Muslim. Hazrat Umar R.A presented himself at 


Daare Arqam. The guard announced his coming, with a sword. Rasoolullah Sallallaahu Allaihi 
Wasallam invited Umar R.A inside, saying that we’ve also got swords. Rasoolullah Sallallaahu 
Allaihi Wasallam enquired of his intentions. He immediately requested for the procedure to utter 
the Kalima and then proceeded to Abu Jahals door. Abu Jahal was happy on seeing him and 
enquired his reason for visiting. On hearing that he had embraced Islam he retorted 
ga 5 ail ad 

‘May Allah destroy you' 
He then proceeded to the Ka'aba and performed Salaah with two Saffs. Hazrat Umar R.A had 
set out on assassinating Rasoolullah Sallallaahu Allaihi Wasallam, his intentions were made 
apparent when he had hit his sister but Allah Rabbul Izzat had planned differently for him. Allah 
Rabbul Izzat had planned for Umar R.A to become the second highest person in rank after Abu 
Bakr R.A. The position allotted to him was such that Shaytaan avoided him and opted for an 
alternate route. 
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What appears unpleasant outwardly, often brings good. 


It comes in Bukhari Sharif that a black woman was once freed by a tribe. She had earned 
respect and honour through her honesty and loyalty. She had remained with the community. 
One day, a little girl from the community had lost her valuable necklace that was decorated with 
red stones and gems. The people had accused the woman. They had searched her in a 
humiliating way, checking her thoroughly until her most private parts. She denied the allegations 
and turned to Allah Ta’aala saying that 

‘The people are accusing me but | am innocent, Oh Allah protect me’. 
Allah Rabbul Izzat cleared her name in the most beautiful way by having a Falcon fly over, 
dropping the valuable necklace in their midst. She commented that 

‘Is this the necklace for which you had humiliated me’? 

Outwardly, it was a damaging encounter but it brought great results. She had left the community 
and relocated to Madina Munawwara where she had embraced Islam. Nabi Sallallaahu Allaihi 
Wasallam had built a place for her that was attached to the courtyard. She had spent her years 
attending to Ayesha RA. Ayesha R.A explains that the lady would often repeat to her 
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'The day of the necklace from my Lord was amazing/strange. 
It delivered me from disbelief' 
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What at times appears harmful, Allah Rabbul Izzat places great good in it. 
Salman al Farsi R.A was a fire worshipper, his father was also a Sabian and a caretaker of the 


place of fire worship. He was a prominent personality. He overtly cared and pampered his son 
Salman who was not allowed to go outside by himself. One day he left the home for some work 


when he was distracted by a monk's discourse. He enjoyed the monk's discourse and informed 
his father who subsequently detained him, disallowing him from moving around. He would 
secretly attend the monks' talks and gradually built a relationship. He enquired about the center 
of Christianity as his interest grew and was directed to Shaam. He joined a passing caravan to 
Shaam and enrolled with a Monk who turned out to be very miserly and had hoarded a lot of 
Wealth. The Monk had passed away after some time leaving behind huge amounts of hoarded 
wealth. The people had flogged his corpse on discovering his wealth. Salman R.A then went to 
Amooriya and Nasibeen and various other centers’ in pursuit of the truth, thereby staying with 
different monks along the way. At his last Monastery he was advised that the arrival of the last 
Prophet is imminent according to the divine scriptures. The final Prophet will emerge amongst 
the Arabs from a place where dates grow in abundance. Salman al Farsi had set out on journey 
with his livestock, in search of the spoken Prophet. Along the way his livestock was stolen and 
he was sold in the slave market. He was bought and sold a few times until he reached Madina 
as a Slave to a Jew master. When Rasoolullah Sallallaahu Allaihi Wasallam migrated to Madina 
Munawwara Hazrat Salman R.A was a slave. Allah Rabbul Izzat made a free, pampered and 
protected youngster into a worshipper, a Slave, a traveler poverty stricken, bought and sold, a 
servant struggling and striving and eventually rewarded handsomely in the most beautiful way 
with Islam. 


Salman RA explains that | was the slave of a Jew working on the top of a tree when | heard of 
Rasoolullah Sallallaahu Allaihi Wasallam 's appearance in Madina Munawwarah. He says that | 
rushed, almost slipping down with a few dates in my hand. My master yelled at me for my 
strange behavior being overjoyed and jubilant. | ignored everything and rushed off to meet 
Rasoolullah Sallallaahu Allaihi Wasallam with dates in hand. | presented the dates to 
Rasoolullah Sallallaahu Allaihi Wasallam as Sadqah. Rasoolullah Sallallaahu Allaihi Wasallam 
distributed the dates and did not partake of it. Salman R.A presented the Sadqah dates as a 
measure to check if Rasoolullah Sallallaahu Allaihi Wasallam will accept Sadqah. On the next 
day he brought dates as a Gift (Hadya) observing carefully that Rasoolullah Sallallaahu Allaihi 
Wasallam had partaken of it and shared it with his companions as well. Salman R.A then went 
to the rear as Rasoolullah Sallallaahu Allaihi Wasallam lowered his Shawl in search of the seal 
of Prophethood. Pleasantly surprised, as was advised of the signs of the final Prophet, Salman 
R.A immediately embraced Islam. Salman R.A remained in Madina Munawwara but was not 
able to participate at Badr and Uhud since his master was a cruel Jew. Rasoolullah Sallallaahu 
Allaihi Wasallam advised Salman R.A to enter into an agreement with his master to buy his 
freedom (Mukaatab). The Jew made conditions that were not achievable. The conditions were 
that.... 

He must pay 20 Awqiya which is equal to 8000 dinars (Gold coins). 

He must plant 300 date palms in the orchards and will be given freedom when the palms 

produce a harvest. Normally planting and harvesting would take a minimum of 20 years. 

These days with technology you can get a produce in 5 years. |] 


Rasoolullah SAW advised Salman R.A to accept the conditions. A few days later a person paid 
Jizya or Khiraaj with a gold brick. The gold brick weighed to the value of 20 Awgiya (8000 gold 
coins) thereby paying for his freedom. Nabi Sallallaahu Allaihi Wasallam personally assisted 


Salman R.A with planting the date palms which gave a produce in one year as a miracle by the 
grace of Allah. In this way Salman R.A bought his freedom and called himself Salman bin Islam 
(the son of Islam). Salman R.A says that | could not participate in Badr and Uhud because | was 
a slave but in 4 AH | took part in Khandaq also known as Ahzaab. Salman R.A suggested the 
digging of trenches at Khandaq as a strategy which the enemy did not expect and were unable 
to cross. 


HAZRAT SALMAN AL FARSI RA UNDERWENT TREMENDOUS TRIALS AND 
TRIBULATIONS IN HIS JOURNEY AND PURSUIT FOR TRUTH, CHANGING STATUSES 
FROM PEASANT TO PAUPER, FROM FREED TO ENSLAVED, ACROSS VAST LANDS AND

He was very dear to Rasoolullah Sallallaahu Allaihi Wasallam who said
